The general opinion among well- 
ple here is that the loss of life will be between 
3,000 and 4,000, It was seaanatta given out 
that Johnstown and the boroughs adjoining had 
a population of 65,000 people, but this is a very 
high estimate, and conservative people place 
the population between 25,000 and 28,000. 
Colonel Ayers, who has charge of the registra- 
tion, states that from all he can learn, the pop- 
ulation only amounts to about 25,000, and this 
accounts for 10,000 people supposed to be lost. 
Reports sent froin here to the effect that 12,000 
to 15,00 people were missing were based upon 
the supposition that there were 385,000 inhabi- 
tauts.in these boroughs. Reports as to the 
number of bodies recovered at different points

A Chinese City Destroyed by Fire—Terri- 
rible Loss of Life. 

SAN FRANCISC o, June 13.—The steamer City 
of Peking arrived yesterday from Hong Keng 
via Yokohoma. The Shanghai Courier of May 
10th contains news, which the latter had re- 
ceived from a correspondent at Chung King. 
to the effect that Luchow, a city of some im- 
portance in upper Pangtsze, was reported as 
being nearly destroy ed by fire about a month 
previous. Seven outof eight gates of the city are 
said to have been destroyed and the loss of life 
in burned and trampled to death is estimated 
at 10,000,

Berwin, June 13.—The American commis- 
sioners to the Samoan conference have re- 
ceived Instructions from Mr. Blaine, American 
secretary of state, in relation to the protocol 
drawn up by the conference. Mr. Blaine dis- 
agrees with several provisio ns of the protocol 
and also is of the opinion that England and 
Germany have not gone far enough in respect 
to the rights conceded to the United States 
The conference had a sitting today to rece ive 
Mr. Blaine’s replv. The E: iglish and German 
comnbiissioners will afterwards consider Mr. 
Blaine’s objections and decide upon what pol- 
icy they shall pursue, and upon the attitude 
Which they adopt depends the continuance of 
the conierence.

A canal across the 
isthmus would be only about forty-two miles 
long, and would be the most central, as well 
as the shortest route for merchant vessels.

Yesterday afternoon Attorney-General An- 
derson handed to the comptroller-general his 
Opinion on the taxation of banks. 

The opinion is built upon his const 
section nine of the tax act, adopted

private ind iN vid ‘als: prov ided, that nothing in this 
section contained shall be construed to relieve such 
banks or banking associations from the tax on 
property owned by them as provided tor in section 
/ ot this act; provided further, that nothing herein 
contained shall be construed to levy any tax on real 
or personal prop erty | neld or owned by any bank or 
banking ASK0 ciation, the value of whichis repre- 
gentcd inthe market value of its shares of stock. 
That cach bank ard banking association shall pay 
lax on its surplus ond undivided profits, 

Hie says that the section is a little cloudy 
but the intention seems to be that of the prop- 
erty of a bank, inclading the surplus and un- 
divided profits, is represented in the market 
value of the shares, such property and sur- 
plus and undivided profits are not to be taxed ; 
but to the extent that they are not so repre- 
sented, they must be taxed. 

He goes on to say: 

“Ifthe property, surplus or 
represented in the market value of 
ure taxed in taxing the shares at their market 
Vaiue; but if they are not so represented, then they 
fre to be separately taxed. If they are represented 
inthe market value of their shares, it would be 
double taxation to tax them separately, after hay-

He says that the difficulty is to determine 
when the market value of tho shares does 
represent the value of the property and the 
surplus and the undivided profits, and when it 
does not. 

Section 15 of the tax act of 1888 provides 
that every bank and banking association 
should be required to make return of the 
value of all its property of every description, 
and of the amount of its surplus and undi- 
vided profits, and the aggregate amount of 
these returns should be added to the capital 
stock 

“It can then be seen how far the value of 
the property and the surplus and the undi- 
vided profits is represented in the returns, 
showing the market value of the shares. To 
the extent they are not represented, they 
should be separately taxed.’’ 

ROLLING STOCK, 

In this report the attorney general passes on 
the “liabilities of the Central and South- 
western railroad companies to taxation on 
rolling stock used by them in operating leased 
or branch roads. 

Ile agrees with the comptroller general that 
the exemption of rolling stock from 
taxation is limited to such as is 
necessary to operate lines of railroad 
to which{the exemp tion applies,’’ and says: 
“If they have ac quire d by lease, or otherwise, 
other roads not entitled to the exemption, 
they cannot supply such other roads with roll- 
ing stock and claim exemption from taxation 
for such rolling stock.’’
